Two Australian designed 
mechanical sugar cane harves 
tors are being assembled in 
Belle Glade for experimental 
use here. 

The harvestors are two mo- 
dels of the Toft design. As- 
sembling the machines here is 
H. E. Toft. An earlier design 
was tried here last season, Af- 
tet looking over the special 
problems of this area and the 
performance of the earlier de 
sign here, Toft said, he return- 
ed to Ausiralia and designed 
two additional "machines. 

Recumbrant, br twisted and 
leaning cane is a problem fac. 
ed both here and jn Australia 
іп mechanical harvesting, Toft 
said. Australian cane is 75% 
harvested mechanically. Һе 
said. 

The harvestors either deliver 


chopped or whole stalk cane. 
They will be im operation in 
the field of United States Sug 
ar Corp. during the пем 
week before moving to the Ba- 
hama Islands. One Toft mach 
ine is already іп operation 
there gathering seed cane. 

The machines incorporate 
many technical features which 
Australian Industry leaders 
say are an improvement over 
standard models. 


Florida faces many pro- 
blems in the mechanical har- 
vesting of cane. Recumbent 
cane is a major problem to 
which the soft muck soil lends 
further complications. Several 
firms and university connected 
programs are working on sol- 
ving the many difficulties in 
mechanizing cane harvesting.

The Boy Scouts of America 
as a^ movement was first for- 
malized by its incorporation on 
February 8, 1910, Because of 
its general acceptance and its 
acknowledged good, the Boy 
Scouts of America was grant- 
ed a federal charter by the 
Congress on June 15, 1916 
becoming one of a mere hand- 
ful of national organizations 
so recognized. Even though it 
is a federal corporation, it is 
not government subsidized as 
many think. Scouting is sup- 
ported by the voluntary con- 
tributions of the community it 
benefits. Manage: of the 
Hoy Scouts of America is in 
the hands of volunteers. 
few professionals carry out the 
policies of lay boards at all 
levels of its organization. 

Incorporated into the c 
ters, constitutions, and by-l 
of the Boy Scouts of America 
aré the goals and purposes 
These are grouped into three 
tegories: (1) character 
building, (2) citizenship, and.

New Method 
To Thaw Turkey 


Miss Mary Todd, Home Ec- 
onomist with the Palm Beach 
County Extension Service. an- 
mounces а new way to thaw а 
frozen turkey at room temper- 
ature. 

She recommends that you 
place the turkey, still in its 
plastic wrap, inside a closed 
paper bag. Allow 12 hours of 
thawing time for an 8 to 12 
pound bird, 16 hours for a 20 
to 25-pounder. 

Once the turkey is thawed 
immediately refrigerate it or 
begin roasting it within 
hour or two. 

Miss Todd says that the clos- 
ed paper bag is the secret of 
this method. The bag keeps 
the outside surface tempera- 
ture low enough to eliminate 
bacterial growth, yet allows the 
bird to thaw completely 

The new to thaw at room 
temperature is more conveni- 
ent and less time-consuming 
than thawing the bird in the 
refrigerator, which may take 2 
to 3 days. 

Miss Todd does not recom- 
mend thawing at room temper- 
ature without the use of the 
closed paper bag: the outside 
of the bird may get warm en- 
ough to cause bacteria growth 
before the inside has thawed.

Palm Beach County has ‘bent 
over backwards’ in providing qua- 
lity education. 

Ten years ago, state support 
amounted to 52.6‘, of the operat- 
ing cost and last year only 26.4% 
of that cost came from the state. 

The burden for maintaining 
Palm Beach Schools has been e 
cepted by local taxpayers. They are 
this year again called on to vote 
millage for school operation. 

If we are to continue maintain- 


tax monies authorized in Tuesday 
millage election. Hopefully, addi 
tional State money will be avail- 
able for the 1969-79 school year and 
ad valorem taxes can be reduced, 
but it is unrealistic to think that 
increased State funds will be a- 
vailable before then.

While the anti-draft demon- 
strators are reaping the big- 
gest harvest of publicity this 
month, organized welfare г 
pients have been busy making 
their own angry noises in re- 
cent months.

more than a case of “gimme,” 
for the underlying threat was 
that if the federal government 
didn't pay off to welfare re- 
cipients the country would be 
made to pay in general havoc. 

It is'shocking, of course, that 
such groups should have come 
into existence. Certainly it is 
bad enough that any citizen 
should think that the govern- 
ment owes him a living. But 
even worse is the notion that 
those whom hard-working 
Americans often refer to as 
"handout hounds" should be- 
lieve they can virtually hold 
up the Congress for bigger 
benefits. People who organize 
in this manner obviously are 
more interested in making a 
career of welfare than they 
are in supporting themselves. 

The most dismaying thing 
about the organization of wel- 
fare recipients is that church 
groups have gotten into the 
act. The Newsletter of the 
Urban Institute of the Coun- 
cil of Churches in Washing- 
ton furnishes revealing clues 
on church participation — par- 
ticipation that may not be 
known by most laymen. 

One issue of the Newsletter 
revealed, for example, that the 
Urban Institute of the Council 
of Churches was “a charter 
supporter of the Welfare Al- 
fiance” in the nation’s capi- 
tal. This Alliance was found- 
ed, according to the Newslet- 
ter, to “protest actively” for 
the “rights” of welfare recipi- 
ents. 

The Newsletter let the cat 
out of the bag in one issue de- 
scribing the objectives of wel- 
fare organizers in the Washing- 
ton area. It described the over- 
all goal of the organizers as 
“a national movement demand- 
ing economic redistribution of 
our country’s wealth.” 

If the Council of Churches 
of Greater Washington believes 
that rallies of shouting, angry 
welfare recipients is the way to 
redistribute the nation’s wealth, 
it takes a curious position for 
a group of churchmen. It is 
highly unlikely that the people 
in any American church deno- 
mination approve of Congress- 
men being calléd “lousy, dirty. 
conniving brutes.” Congress. 
elected by the people, is a re- 
presentative body. 

When the churches lend aid 
to groups that want to redis- 
tribute the nation’s wealth 
through mass protest move- 
ments, in effect they condone 
revolutionary action.

Mr. Taxpayer has been rather upset lately when he 
reads of the 24-billion dollar cost of the Vietnamese War 
this year and also the President asking for a surtax while 
padding the federal payroll with his secretary's husband. 
He wants better education for his children but knows he 
cannot afford an increase in property tax. 

It is difficult indeed for Mr. Taxpayer to relate send- 
ing a man to the moon with the economic and social 
problems that confront him daily. He wonders why the 
billions of dollars being spent on such projects can't be 
used to conquer cancer, eliminate slums, build highways. 
It is rather a distorted society that can put a man on the 
moon but can't cure the common cold. 

With these everyday frustrations on his mind our hero 
stops for a drink at a local bar. Sitting at the bar is 
another representative of our society, Mr. Freeloader. Mr. 
Freeloader has a wife and five children whom he does 
not support; they're on welfare. He owns no property, 
works when he feels like it and drinks too much. 

After a few drinks, Mr. Freeloader becomes loud and 
abusive, he states that he is being discriminated upon and 
takes a swing at Mr. Taxpayer. The police take both men 
to the station and at this point Mr. Taxpayer is about to 
become a victim of the system he supports. 

Mr. Freeloader, because of his way of life, qualifies 
for federally-supported legal counsel; our hero does not. 
The cost of getting a private attorney is the straw that 
broke the camel's back and Mr. Taxpayer's ulcer begins 
to act up. 

After leaving the police station our hero goes to the 
local hospital to have some tests made. He shows his 
hospitalization card and signs the appropriate forms to 
guarantee he will pay for the medical aid he receives. His 
antagonist comes to the same hospital for treatment and 
again, because of his economic situation qualifies for free 
medical attention through federal, state and county wel- 
fare.
